John L. Lewis hasn’t been visibly Impressed by 
th# slapping around he received from the I)a 
partment of Justle*. 
Th# public hasn't been visibly Impressed by the 
Department of Justice's handling of smelly vote 
frauds in Kansas City. The Chicago Tribune Is 
demanding Impeachment of Atty. Gen. Tom Clark. 
The overwhelmingly majority of congressmen 
haven’t been visibly Impressed by the hue and 
cry about the union regulation bill and the tax 
bill; Mr. Truman has gone out on a limb for both 
of them. 
No one at all Is visibly impressed by the clumsy 
maneuvers of Mr. Truman’s campaign for renom­ 
ination and re-election; latest bungle in that lino 
gave the President’* most-feared opponent, Sen. 
Taft, a chance to pin the presidential ears back 
with a sharp retort to a White House statement 
that read aa lf It had been composed in a hurry 
by one of the office girls. 
If Mr. Truman feels sore enough to show it, he 
can’t be blamed. Everything seems to be going 
wrong.

/"ANE DOESN’T have to be a diplomat to dla-

cern a pattern in the coup In Hungary, the 
transportation tie-up in France, the current un­ 
rest In Italy, and swashbuckling statements by 
Austria's Communist leader. They are all part of 
a movement 
to 
extend 
Communist 
frontiers 
across Europe. 
So far, our retaliatory action to Soviet aggres­ 
sion has been pathetically Inadequate. It has con­ 
sisted principally of waggling an accusatory fin­ 
ger. That never will stem the Soviet tide. 
What we must do Is take stock of the situation 
and anticipate developments, instead of issuing 
denunciatory statem ents after the Reds have 
taken charge. We have been backing up. step by 
step, always off balance, never ready for the next 
move. We are using meddling fingers to plug 
holes In the dike, instead of trying to build up 
the dike. As W alter Llppmann said last week, 
“ We ar* In grave danger, not of withdrawing 
Into Isolation a s,In 1919. hut of advancing into 
isolated Interventions all over the glob*. We 
are not strong enough or wise enough to do that 
successfully, and we shall squander our Influence, 
our power and our resouices lf we attempt It." 
If this Soviet drive is to he stemmed, we must 
concentrate on nations which have free govern­ 
ment and which have some hope of recovering 
economic stability. We shall have to gather them 
about us as our allies and decide on a "so far 
and no farther" policy. Then, by our actions, we 
shall have to indicate we mean what we say. it's 
either that or abandon Europe to communism.

Of 122 major physical defects 
uncovered in school children dur­ 
in g the past term, 56 were correct­ 
ed. Dr. H. F. Banfield, school phy­ 
sician, and 
Mrs. Marian Hender- 
jshot, school nurse, announced in 
the annual report of the depart­ 
ment to Supt. W. G. Fordyce. 
These examinations revealed 92 
with defective vision, 20 with im­ 
paired ears and IO with heart de­ 
fects. A total of 865 elementary 
and 401 high school students were 
examined. There were 124 examina­ 
tio n s in the preschool clinic and 
242 re-oh<cks on children who had 
been examined. 
Special examinations conducted 
during the year were 161 for bas­ 
ketball, 160 for football and 17 for 
I track participants. Fifty-three ex 
aminations 
of 
students 
seeking 
! work certificates also were made. 
Only 
497 of the children 
ex­ 
amined during the year were found 
free 
from 
defects. 
A 
total

813 defects were found. These in­ 
cluded 461 for teeth, 267 for eyes, 
91 for tonsils, 39 for skin condi­ 
tions.
